Tueſday Ooh, 24. the other Companies which were behind 
came to us, this day we muſtered & received our fortnights pay« 

' Wedneſday the 25. (being Faſt day )we marched from Brain. 
ford before day, and that might we came to Windſor, where we 
met rhe Trained hohds of Weitrinfer, who were quartered in 
Windſor, and the Green Auxilury Regiment, which was. quar- 
teredat Porchet atictle miſe from Windſor, likewiſe at Windſor 
and Eato/, our Regiment was quartered, wheze we continued 
foure dayes;'in which time'ſome mace of our men returned to 
London as the'orhers did from Prainford, 

Sabbath day Offober 29. the whole Brigade was drayyne out 
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into the fields, intending to match away that day, but Boing 
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late) we returned to our quarters. 


_, Munday-Offtober 30, we marchedto a Greene ahont amile - 


from YVindſor, where we made Alt and Rallied our men, each 
Regiment drawing into a Regimentall forme, where likewiſe 
our Traine of Artillery and: Waggons.ofwarre came to us, and 
ſo we marched towards Farnam through FVindſor Forreft, where 


inthe Afternoone ye met ſome of Sir V:ll:iam Wallers Troopes | 
of horſe, his owne Regiment of foot, and one Company ot 


Blew-coats with Snaphans-muskets, which guard the traine of 
Artilleryonely ; all theſe marched with us. | 

When wecame within a mileot Bagſhot, we made. Alt aoain 
in the cloſing of the evening, and refreſhed our {elves about an 
houre, and then marched forwards, and abont one or -two a 
clocke on Tueſday morning we came into Faruam,, where we 
reſted all that day and the next night, 


Wedneſday November the firlt, all our foot Forces (except 


the Greene Regiment which was quartered .tyo miles from 


Farnam) were railyed in Farnam Parke, where there was added 
to cur former advancing Forces, foure @cmpanies ot the Soul. 
dicrs belonging to Farnans Caſtlezfe that then inthe Parke were 
29 Colours of foot Companies, beſides Horſe and Dragoones 3 
this day a Clerk of a Company i Sir 7i1/;ams owne Regiment 
of foot, was tby a Conncell of warre) condemned to dye, for a 
mutiny by him and tome. others raiſed in the field, and on 
Thurſday Newvember 2, he was hanged on a Tree in the Parke 
cothe example of the whole Army. 
While we retnained theie, we had much proviſion ſent to our 
Regiment from our neighbours where our Regiment was-xai- 
ied, which was yery thankfully received.

Tueſday November the 7. when it was day-light, we ſay di- 
vers houſes (et on fire, which the enemy did to'deficoy all helps 
and ſhelter tor our men, who preſently atter tell on by a forlorn 
paty fo cloſely, that we gainedall their our- houſes, wherein 

- was much proviiion of bread, beere, bagon pork; milk; creame, 
 ._ peale, whezt, oats, hay, and ſuch like, beſides pigs and pouttery, 
and diverſe forts-of honſhold goods, as orafle, pewrer, ferher. 
begs, and che like, ſome of which things diverſe of our men 
ſeized upon, ſome eating and drinking, others bringing away 
ſuch things as they.liked belt, and could with moſt convenierce 
carry; others continned fill fighting againft divers parts of the 
houſe, and when: one patty was Weary andther party relieved 
them, ot all which parties divers were wounded and ſome flatn, 
as in ſuch caſes it cannot likely be avoyded. 
 Theenemy perceiving chat our men had poſleſion of theit 
out-houles and proviſions, ſent out a party of men to ſalley out 
and freithe faid houſes and the barns adjeynine to tkem,which 
were.tnll of wheat and other graine ; 11 which {alley I beleeve 
they did fire the ſaid houſes and barnes;but they loſt their Ser- 
jeant.whici, ledthem,. and moſt the men which followed him 
were {ainein the yard:betweene tlie houſe and the barne: in 
which.conflit diversof our men were wounded bur none flain 
_ out-right (that I could heare of; )) by this time night beganto 
.appro:ch,and the fire of thoſe houſes began to burne very hot 
and fiercely, that being conſtrained by the heat and ſmoak of 
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_ the owing wakes and FOE KE5M on, our men were with- 


drawn from the houſe to their ſeyera}l Randevons inthe fields; 
where ye quartered that night, wherein our lodging and our 
ſe ag gr not wel agree;the one beino {o hor.and the other ſo 
col hy. 

Onthe morrow being Wedneſday November 8. we with- 
drew all our Forces to Baſingſtoke, where we ftayed and refre- 
ſhed our men about three or foure dayes in-reſpeRt of the ex- 
ecremity of hard ſervice and cold weather;which our foot Forces 
had undergone and indured before the houſe. 

Inthe meanetimea party of our horſe went forth to New- 
bery, and there tooke the Lord Salter, and divers other conh- 
derable priſoners, and (as I heard)'300.1- in money, which pri- 
ſoners were conveyed to:Farnam-caFle, = 

Sabbath day November 12.1n the mornine we were all drawn 
out againſt the houſe, on the other fide of it Sir Vllraminten- 
ding deſperately to torme it and ſcale the wals, and when we 
came before it we gave a very hot and deſperate charge aca:nft 
iton every fide, and (in ſome places) came {o neere to >the vals 
chat ſore of. our: ladders were raiſed (which ladders were not 
ſcaling ladders,for there were then none came to us) moreover 
wefixed one of our Petards.to a - Part of the wall, thinking

wards the foOte of the hill, they made certaine ſhot which rooke place 
upon that houſe and fo fercel them to for fake it, inthe meanetime 
our London Regiments and foure Companies which belong ro Farns 
baw Caffe came downe the hill; Then the Red Regiment and the 
Greenescoats, whichGreene-coats arc the foure Companies of Farnham 
 (aftle) ſet upon a halfe mooneand a breſt- worke, whichthe Enemy 
had maniged, and fro n whence they fired very hoc and de fperatetyrill 
the Greene AuXiljarics marched qnthe other fide of alicrle river into 
the Towne with their Colloars fiying and ( bcingtn the wind of the 
enemy) fired a little thatcht houſe and fo blended them, that this kegi- 
mem marched forward: and co mming in part bchinde the works, fir d 
upon them, fo that they were forced to forfakethe faid halite moone 
and breſt- work, which they had no fooner left but preſently the G-cen- 
cots, and part of the muſquetiers of toe Red, and our Ycllow Regi- 
ment entred while the reſt of our Regiment marched into che Towae 
with thetr Colours flying, 7 RR 

Now was the Enemy conſtrained to vetake himſelfe and all his for- 
ces to the Church, Churchyard, arid one great warke onthe North fide 
of the Church] all which they kept nere upon two houres very ftourly 
and ( having made icaffolds in the Church to fire our ar the windowes) 
fired very thick from every placerill divers fouldiers of our Regiment 
and the Red Regiment, wro were gotten into the Towne, fired very 
thick upon the South-eaſt of th2;}Churchyard , and fo forced 
th:m to forſake that part of the vyall, leaving their niuſquets 
ftanding upright, the' muzzcls vyhercof appeared - above the 
vvall as if ſome of the mcn had ſtil1 lyn there in Ambuſh ) 
and our men fecing no body appeare to ufe thoſe dh anna

low him, and chere was anely ane Masquetter with him, Nevertheleſs 
he flouriſhing his $word, told them ifthey would come, the Churchs 
yard Was OUL OWNC 1 rhen $ v1.08 Huichinſsn » QnNe of Lieutenant Golos 
nell Filowghbics Serjeaats, tarced the Musqueteers , and brought them 
up him(clt:. Inmediately upon this » ane of the Scrjeants of the Red 
Regiment (whoſe name I knaw not, and thercfary cannot nominats 
him as kis worch deſcrves) brought ia another diviſion of Musquetecrs, 
who together with thoſe which were thece before, cauſed the Enemies 
Forces to betake them(clyes towards the Church for ſafegnard , bur 
our men followed them fo cloſe with their Halberts z Swards, and 
Musquet+ſtocks chat they drove them beyond the Church doore , and 
{ew about 10, or T2, of them, and forced the reſt to a very diftrated 
retreat, which when theothers ſaw who were inthe great worke an 
the Nor.h {ile of the Churcheyard , they left the worke and came 
' thinking to helpe their fellowes, and comming in a diſorderly manner 

co the South-weſt corner ofthe Church, with their Pikes inthe Reare, 
(who tyriouſly charged on,in as diforderly amaner as the reſt led them) 
thcir front was forced backe upon their owne Pikes » which hurt and 
and wonnded many of the men, and brake the pikes in peeces, By this 
_timethe Churcheyard was full of aur men, layiag aboucthem ſtoutly, 

with Halbcrts, Swords, and Musquet-ftocks, while ſome threw hands 
granadoe$in the at Church windowes,athers attempring toenter the 
Church bciag led an by Serieant Maior Shambrooke, ( a man whoſ 
worth and yalour Envy cannot ſtainc ) who in the entrance received ; 
_ Got lathe thigh(whereof he is very ill ) Neverthelcfſcour men vigee 

rouſly entred, and flew Colonell Bowles thei chiefe Commander at the

He bing (lane, they generally yeelded and Cefired quatter, excepe 
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{cme d ſperate Villaines whtch refuſed quarter, who were (iine in the 
Church,and ſome others of them wounded, who aftetwards were gran - 


ted quarter upon their requeſt, | | 
They being all (ſubdued, all the priſorers which were taken abour 
the Church , were all put into a great Barne which joyned to the 


Church-yard, and after the Church was cleared of our men they were 


all put into the Church, and thereft which were taken in feverall hou« 
ſes in the Towne were put tothem, andtherethey were coupled Loge- 


ther and brought to Farzham, the number of them being 875, among 
whom were about 50. Commanders, beſides Horſemen which were ta-* 
ken in purſuit of the Lord Crawford, who run away from the 'Towne as \ 
ſooneas we gave the firſt aſſault upon their works. What ſervice our! 


Horſe did, 1 cannot pun&ually relate, becan'e I ſaw it not3bar it ſeemes 
They were not idle, for (I heard) they made our number of prifoners 
neere 1 100, many Ofthole priſoners being men of confſiderablereſpe&

Onething I had almoſt forgoten (which 1 know is expe&ed) that'is; 
to ſpeake of the lofle of men either fide ſuſtained in this Service': our 
loſſe was not above 8. or 9, men at the moſt, beſiles what were wour-' 
ded; and I conceivetheirlofle of men to be about 50. or '65, moſt of 
which were ſlaine in the Church and-Church-yard after we had ens

Being returned to Farrham,we refted and refrefhed our ſelves for thar 
night and the next day, And on Friday Decemb. 1 5. there were propo- 
ſitions made for us to match towards Arundel which moſt of gur men 
utterly miſliked anG refuſed, as conceiving the recovery of that Caſtle 
tobeca thing not to be effeEed, time enough for us to be upon our 
march homewards before Chriftmas , becauſe of the great diftance be= 
tweene Farmham and . Arundell , and the ſervice to be done when we 
came thirher : and therefore defired Sir W:1ism to diſcharge us accords 


ing to his promiſe at our {ctting cut to Alter; which requeſt he grans 


ted, onely appoynting us to condu@t thole. of the priſoners to London, 
which refuſed the Covenant (for betweene 500, and 600. of them, the 
fame day tooke the Covenant ) and Armes to ſerve the King and Parli- 
ment under Sir #/|#am,
